How ana Where the Inquest is Held — 
Prince Rivers and His Court 
ef inquest—Character of 
Witnesses and how Ex- 
amined— Hamburg 
and its Inhab- 
itants.

CeNTRAL Hore, 
Aveusta, July 17, 1876. 


After a pleasant night trip from At- 
lanta to Augusta, over the Georgia 
railroad, whose cars are always com- 
fortable, and whose conductors are 
ever polite and attentive to the wants 
of passengers, I reached this excellent 
hotel just in time to get a good break- 


»| fast, and then, thanks to the kindness 


of Mr. A, A. Stuart, the obliging and 
popular business manager, put iu an 
appearance at the court room of Justice 
Prince Rivers, across the river in Ham- 
burg, before the inquest was re- 
sumed, 

GOV. CHAMBERLAIN NOT PRESENT. 


The circulation of a report that Gov- 
ernor Chamberlain was to be present 


this morning drew a large crowd of 
colo people and quite a number 
of whites to the scene of the 
recent unfortunate conflict of races. 
His excellency, however, failed to ap- 
pear, which had a tendency to thin out 
the crowd and lessen the interest of 
the occas on. Stiil the court room was 
filled to suffocation and hundreds were 
gathered about the doors and windows, 
only about a dozen being white people. 
The court room is in one corner of a 
large warehouse on the main business 
street, and not far from the scene of 
the conflict on the bloody 8th. 


PRINCE RIVERS IN COURT, 


At ten o’clock, Major General Prince 
Rivers entered, and removing his blue 
military cap seated himself in an arm 
chair at the table, and laid his “dock- 
et” beside some law books in front of 
him. He was dressed in a white linen 
coat and black broadcloth vest and 
pants, his cap being the only evidence 
of his military position. This notori- 
ous negro is not remarkable for any 
kind of ability, yet political influence 
has made him a major general of the 
national guard of the state militia of 
South Carolina, and a trial justice at 
Hamburg. He is tall, rather large-boned, 
al. d. yet spare in figure. His forehead re- 
cedes back considerably, and as his 
hair is cut very close, I noticed that the 
back of his head is rather pointed. A 
flat nose and dark skin show that he is 
an unadulterated specimen of his race 
and lacking in the shrewdness an 
ability which so often characterizes the 
mixed representatives of the two races, 
Rivers is rather quiet in court, wears 
glasses when presiding, has a heavy 
mustache and whiskers, and makes a 
very respectable looking judicial figure- 
head, Although he wearshis whiskers 
in the English style, like Wm. Craft, 
the great “Figative slave“ of ante bellum 
times, whom he somewhat resembles 
in speech and features, Prince Rivers 
fails to impress the observer as being a 
negro of great intelligence or abili- 
ty. 

4 THE JURY OF INQUEST. 

The jury of inquest was re-called and 
took their seats. All are negroes, of 
various shades of color and feature, and 
while some are shiftless, iguorant-look- 
ing fellows, the majority will compare 
favorably with all negrojuries. During 
the entire session of the court they 
gave full attention to the testimony of 
the witnesses, and conducted them- 
selves, as did the crowd of lookers-on 
with due propriety. Three colored 
officials were present to wait upon the 
court and preserve order, one of whom 
was S. P. Picksley, who tigured promi- 
nently in the efforts made to secure a 
surrender of the arms of Doc Adams“ 
company before the conflict. 

EXAMINATION OF WILLIAMS. 

Henry Sparnick, esq., of Aiken, a 
white lawyer, appeared for the military 
company, and conducted the examina- 
tion, the other side not being represen- 
ted. Justice Rivers also asked such 
additional questions as he deetued nec- 
essary. In calling the first witness, 
Paris Williams, a member of the mili- 
tary company, who was examined to 

rove the manner of James Cook’s 

eath, the prosecuting attorney cau- 
tioned him to tell nothing but the 
truth, and only what he himself saw 
and heard on the eventful night 
of July the eighth. And al- 
though tbis caution was repeated, 
— made 1 57 impressive, I can but 
hink that its force was lost upon Wil- 
liams, who is one of those too positive 
negroes, of the class whose imagination 
is vivid and whose descriptive powers 
are always ready for action, I do not 
say that he swore falsely, but after fol- 
lowing him carefully and critically 
through his entire narrative, at all times 
with my mind unbiased against him, 1 
was quite anable to reconcile many of 
his statements. 


CROOKED TESTIMONY GIVEN, 


After the court adjourned I made a 
close inspection of his various hiding 
laces during the conflict on that ter- 
Hible night, and this inspection only 
confirmed and stre my doubts 
as to the correctness of many of his 
most important and positive state- 
ts, including some of which he

. THE KILLING OF co K. 

This was the last of Williams’ fight- 
ing, as he heard R. J. Butler call out to 
the crowd to “kill the niggers.” He took 
to his heels and sought safety in a back 
yard. From behind a fence he says he 
erawled to the railroad trestle near by 
and hid under the bottom cross beam. 
From this hiding place he James 
Cook, the c.lored marahal f Us ‘own, 
who was the first kilied, jump 
the fence. Col. A. P. Butler was near 
there with mounted armed men, 
told Henry Getsen to shoot Cook, after 
which Tommy and Harrison Butler 
fired. The full testimony is too lengthy 
to publish, and if true, shows a most 
condemnable spirit of violence. I have 
however, since the adjournment of the 
court talked with half a dozen promi- 
nent and reliable men who were near 
the «spot when Cook was killed, and the 
most positively deny the truth of Wil- 
liams’ dreadful story. They say that 
when Cook jumped the fence more 
than adozen shots were instantly and 
almost simultaneous fired at him, kill- 
ing him at first sight. I am satisfied, 
therefore, that in the details of Cook’s 
death the witness Williams has 
drawn extensively on his vivid imagi- 
nation. He was, according to his own 
showing, badly demoralized, and from 
his obseure hiding place could scarcely 
have seen and heard all that he narrated 
in court. The reader will at once dis- 
cover, in this connection, how very 
difficult it will be to get at the faets of 
this affair. That the whites fired the 
first shot at tre armory, is admitted by 
responsible parties who participated in 
the attack,and also that Cook waskilled 
as he jumped the fenceon his retreat 
from the armory; but who fired the 
first shot, which now promises to be 
“heard rouad the world,” like the 
first shot at Lexington in 1775, will, I 
fear, ever remain a mystery, as also the 
names of the parties en in the 
sudden “taking off’ of , Attaway, | 
Phillips and the other unfortunate 
victims of the bloody tragedy. 

SPENCER HIGGINS TESTIFIES. 

The second witness, Spencer Harris, 
testified with more carefulness, and 
seemed desirous of telling the truth: 
He was not a member of the negro 
company, but went to the armory be- 
fore the conflict commenced. He 
stated that the first shot was fired from 
the stone pier under the railroad bridge, 
and that it was fifteen or twenty min- 
utes before the negroes in the armor 
returned the fire. Then the retreat too 
place from the armory, and he hid him- 
self under his own — which was 
near at hand. Between one and two 
o’clock the house was surrounded by a 
crowd of armed white men, and fearing 
death at their hands, he cried out to 
them not to fire, that he would surren- 
der. They took him tothe place where 
the other prisoners were under guard, 
and in his testimony he stated what 
was said by the guard before Attaway, 
Phillips and others were killed. The 
officer whom the guard called “Gen. 
Butler,” had long, bushy whiskers. 
This shows that Gen. M. C. Butler was 
not the man who was present at the 
guurd ring and ordered the prisoners 
to be taken out and shot. 

A BRIEF SYNOPSIS. 

The aboye is a brief synopsis of the 
inquest of Monday, only two witnesses 
being examined. At this rate it may 
take a week or ten days to complete the 
investigation. Then will come the ver- 
dict, and should any parties be impli- 
cated by name, as now seems probable, 
arrests will follow, and preliminary ex- 
aminations be held before magistrates. 
When these examinations take_place, 
the defense will appear on the snd by 
their witnesses, and with reliable and 
unimpeachable testimony, disprove 
many of the statements already made 
before the inquest by negroes. One 
thing, however, is clear, that the crimi- 
nal proceedings growing out of this 
terrible affair will be both expensive 
and vexatious, and may possibly result 
in conflicts of authority which -shall 
prove as deadly and as much to be re- 
gretted as the conflict of the 9th now 
seems to have been. 

THE TOWN OF HAMBURG. 

After the adjournment of the inquest 
I took a stroll in the now famous town. 
It is an old, dilapidated place, located 
on the the bank of the river opposite 
Augusta, and with several streets run- 
ning parallel with the river. The main 
business street, however, runs directly 
back from the river, and is situated in 
about the center of the town. Sibley 
building, in which the armory is locat- 
ed, is an old two-story brick block on 
the corner of this street and the street 
next to the river. The front of this 
building is badly battered by shot,while 
the doors and windows are well rid- 
died, Inside the armory are also to be 
seen evidences of a hot fire from the 
party attacking from the stone pier of 
the railroad bridge. Nearly all the 
houses and stores in town are old and 
unsightly buildings, having been given 
up to the n There are perhaps a 
hundred white people over there,many 
of them small traders. Fur years past 
Hamburg has been a “city of refuge” 
for thievingand disorderly negroes,and 
few white people have dared to assert 
their just rights within the town limits, 
its officers being radical negroes of the 
social equality order. 

A CAUSELESS CONFLICT.

THE HAMBURG RIOT. 

The pending question was on the 
amendment offered last Saturday by 
Smalls of South Carolina, in connection 
with the Hamburg troubles, that no 
troops be withdrawn from South Caro- 
lina.” 

Mr. LAMAR of Mississippi, spoke of 
the Hamburg affair as terrible and dis- 
graceful, but he denied that its circum- 
stances were legitimate tovics of debate 
in the house There were one or two 
facts however, that gleamed ont indis- 
putable; one was that a body of white 
men ha‘, without authority of law, put 
to death a number of blacks while 
prisoners - not prisoners in the legal 
sense, inasmuch these white men have 
no right to deprive them of their per- 
sonal liberty. He wished to say in his 
place that no excuse or palliation 
could possibly be found for that out- 
rage and barbarism. [Applause on 
republican side.) The south had its 
lawless classes as the north had, with 
this difference, thatin the south they 
flamed out in different localities and 
were confined to short periods of tiiae, 
while in the north whole counties were 
sometimes held in terror for months at 
a time, and the state authorities defied. 
In these southern states where disor- 
ders occurred there were ————— 
of a peculiar character and type. They 
were called republican, but it was a 
spurious republicanism which 
has no 3 with 
the purpose and feeling of the great 
national republican party. It was the 
state governments which had encour- 
aged these disorders and these murders 
by their inefficiency, their inability 
and their cowardice. In feply to Gar- 
field’s inquiry as to whether the Ham- 
burg case was sporadic or symptoma- 
tic, he declared that there was not 
a community in the south 
which had not been töbrill- 
ed with horror at such occurren- 
ces. He deemed it a wonder that soci- 
ety, under the operation of govern- 
ments which allowed such lawlessness 
to stalk a broad in the land, did not go 
to pieces. in reply to Couger’s argu- 
ment on last Saturday, he declared 
thatthe use of the army had never 
produced any good effect. In such 
cases the troops always got thereafter 
the occurrence. The useof the milita- 
ry power was an instrument that was 
ineffective, cumbersome, slow and al- 
most useless, ard inspite of the good 
faith of army officers it had been con- 
verted intoa wondrous engine of po- 
litical oppression and corrupt intrigue. 
It was the duty of Gov. Chamberlain 
at once to adopt measures swift and 
vigorous to bring to justice those who 
shot down these prisoners in cold blood, 
and if he did that he would receive his 
(Lamar’s) support and praise; if, in- 
stead of doing ro, however, Governor 
Chamberlain rushed to Washington for 
the purpose of making this occurrence 
the foundation for a fanaticism and 
strife, he will not stop that disorder. 
Arkansas was an illustration for the 
last two years, of the advantages of good 
government under a firm and intelli- 

nt man—Gov. Garland. In conclu- 
sion, he declared that the occurrence at 
Hamburg was a morbific element; not 
sporadic, but unnatural, and one that 
would disaj pear under good govern- 
ment,

The fact that Custer, though with the 
expedition and nominally in command 
of his regiment had no command un- 
til after Reno’s return from his fruitless 
scout of the 20th, has not been made 
public. His regiment was divided into 
two wings, the right under Reno and 
the left under Benteen, while Custer 
was left to wabble where he would 
without responsibility and without 
command. Much of his time was 
spent with his brothers and a few 
trusty men, hunting and scouting 
on his own account. Generally he 
was with the advance, but not in com- 
mand of it. Two or three times he 
was called upon to find passes through 
bad lands or mountains, and once 
— said no other officer but Custer 
could have conducted the command 
through difficulties which seemed in- 
surmountable,so successfally. On the 
morning of June 22, for the first time 
Custer was given a command, and 
those who know him do not wonder 
that he tried to make the most of it, 
and staked allin an attempt to conquer 
the Sioux without assistance. 

Thursday next, six companies of the 
twenty-second 2 and two com- 

nies of the fifth infantry, and one 
undred recruits for the seventh cav- 
alry, will leave here under command 
of Col. Otis of the twenty-second, to 
reinforce General Terry. far 
no troops have gone to his i 
tance.

Whether he 
did it to punish the newspapers 
and the people for free criticisms of 
the acts of republican officials, or 
whether it was simply a blunder of the 
aged senator, has never been settled, 
and probably never will be. No one 
cares to investigate the question now. 
It is sufficient that the rates have at 
last been reduced: ‘the present house 
quickly passed a bill in accordance 
with the demands of the people, 
but it took the senate until 
last week to undo its work 
on this subject. There is still a linger- 
ing feeling in the latter body against 
both the people and the press, and 
this probably delayed the act of repeal. 

The ConstiTuTION may now be 
mailed toany partof the United States 
for one cent, and where more than one 
copy is sent the rate is still lower, 
as parties may avail themselves 
of the aggregate weight. We 
give the text of the new law ae to 
transient printed matter: 


SECTION 15. That transient newspapers and 
magazines regular publications designed prima- 
rily for advertising purposes, or for free circula- 
tion at nominal rates, and all printed matter of 
the third class, except unsealed circulars, shall 
be admitted and .ransmitted in the mails at the 
rate of one cent for every two ounces or frac- 
tional part thereof, and one Gent for each two 
additional ounces or fractiona: part thereof, and 
the sender of any article of the third class of 
mall matter, may write his or her name or ad- 
dress therein, or on the outside thereof, with 
the word from“ above or proceeding the same, 
or may write briefly or print on any packages 
the number and names of the articles inclosed. 
Publishers of newspapers and periodicals may 
print on the wrappers of newspapers or magsa- 
zines sent from the office of publ cation to reg- 
ular subscribers, the time to which subscrip 
tion therefor has been paid and addresses upon 
postal cards and unsea ed c reulars may be either 
written, printed, or affixed thereto at the option 
of the sender.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


The senate has been consuming time 
over nearly every item of this interest- 
ing bill. It was plain from the outset 
of the debate thatany proposed reduc- 
tions of the house appropriations would 
not be sustained. Instead of reduc 
tiops additions to the amount of nearly 
a million dollars will be made. This, 
says the Tribune’s correspondent, will 
give the house committee on commerce 
complete control of the appropriations. 
Wherever the senate has agreed to the 
house bill, that portion is placed be- 
youd the jurisdiction of any committee 
of conference, or indeed beyond any 
further revision. All the house appro- 
priations having thus been made final, 
the only items that the house will be 
called on toconcur in or to reject will 
be those which are increased in the 
senate. Some of these the house may 
adopt, and most will be rejected. On 
these only will the committee of con- 
ference have a right to act. Mr. Ferry 
will appoint that committee of confer- 
ence on the part of the senate. Mr. 
Hereford will of course designate and 
probably be chairman of the conferees 
on the part of the house, and thus the 
bill, as completed. will very likely fol: 
low the shape that he first gave it. 

The senate, as in committee of the 
whole, has discussed the amendments 
of its committee on appropriations 
ever since Thursday morning, taking 
up one after another in their order.
